NURSING HOMES 
NEW BILL 

A bill to allow the goverrmterrt to 
license and regulate all nursing homes 
in the province was introdtcéed in the 
Ontario legislature recently by Health 
Min‘ster Matthew Dymond. 
legistation empowers the 
health minister to revoke a licence 
where the standard of care is felt to 
be inadequate or where the nursing 
home is unclean, unsanitary or with- 
out proper fire protection. 

Fines of up to $200 are provided 
for persons found guilty of operating 
an unlicensed home. 

The cabinet will be authorized to 
craw up regulations for the inspection 
of nursing homes. The regulations 
also will set out terms of manage- 
ment and operation. 

At present nursing homes in 
Ontario. are licensed by counties and 
municipalities. The province is taking 
over the job to provide uniform 
regulation.

Prices go up'on bread, milk and 
other foods, to the worker look- 
ing at his reduced take-home 
pay because of pension deduc- 
tions, and to the employer 
rehing for revenue to meet 
e demands, it seemed . this 
week as if the price spiral might 
be getting out of hand. 
The steady rise in prices and 
Wages of the past several years 
has cushioned Canadians to the 
idea of creeping inflation. But 
in recent weeks, it seemed the 
price increases that are normal. 
ly spread over many months 
were coming all at once. __ 
Has the boom become too hot 


~~. to handle? Have the days of 


_ @asy money — for most, but not 
all Canadians — reached their 
point of reckoning? . 
Despite Prime Minister Pear- 
son's statement that the Govern- 
ment has no intention of intro- 
ducing premature measures 
against inflation, there is 


mounting wonder across the. 


country if the time has not ar- 
rived to slow down the boom be- 
fore it becomes a bust. : 
*The PM made reassuring com- 
ments.in receiving a delegation 
from the Canadian Labor Con: 
gress. The Congress was in Otta- 
wa to tell the government they 
have been able to find no evi- 
dence of inflation in Canada. 
‘There is no need for price or 
wage restraints, the CLC told 
the governnient. 

It would have been politically 
embarrassing for Mr. Pearson to 
have answered any differently. 
Facing inflation is like pitching 
a no-hit ball game. You don't 
talk about it until after the 
ninth inning. 

But ironically, another labor 
delegation showed up in Ottawa 
at about the same time. Que- 
bec's Confederation of National 
Trade Unions went before the 
Cabinet to argue in favor of a 
federal price control board, 
Companies wishing to increase 
prices would have to justify 
_ them before getting approval. 

Short of wartime conditions, 
such a proposal. is unaccepta- 
ble to Canadians. But there was 
somewhat more merit in the 
CNTU's reminder that wage in- 
creases are not always the main 
cause of price boosts. They are

chasing er around so that 
people will ‘pay higher prices, 
even though they gripe while 
doing 80. 

Exactly this situation applies 
in Canada today. 

In addition, the expansion of 
government sp@nding and wel- 
fare programs is generating 
more consumer purchasing pow- 
er. The new purchasing power is 
coming not out of higher earn- 
ings from a more productive 
economy, but from re-distribu- 
tion of money from taxpayers 
who would normally save a por- 
tion of their income, to citizens 
with such low incomes that they 
must immediately. spend any. 
benefits received. ' 

Ottawa's 1966-67 spending pro- 
gram will reach almost $10 bil- 
lion. Mr, Pearson accepts an old 
age pension increase as “inevi- 
table.” Whether further tax in- 
creases can be avoided depends 
not only on whether the econo- 
my continues to boom (in which 
case we might get away without 
major increases) but on what 
fiscal policy the government 
adopts, 

If Ottawa decides that infla- 
tion is a threat, it could opt for 
austerity by raising taxes to 
curb spending power; by insti- 
tuting credit centrols requiring 
substantial down payments for 
anything bought on time; and 
by using the Bank of Canada to 
raise interest rates and so curb 
borrowings. 

These measures would be ex- 
ceedingly unpopuiar. It is to be 
hoped they won't be needed. An 
inflation of two per cent. per 
year is apparently acceptable to 
present- day economists. But if 
prices continue to rise this year 
at the rate they have through 
January and February, we could 
be over: the two per cent. mark 
by fall. . 

Thus, it is the rate of increase 
which must be watched. Food 
prices, for example, have in- 
creased 36 per cent. in Canada 
since 1949 but wages went up 
117 per cent: in the same period. 
No one will get hurt at that 
rate. The overall cost of living 
index has risen 43 per cent. 
since 1949, but workers are 
much better off today than 17 
years ago. Average industrial 
wages rose by more than six per

OF SCHOOL TEACHERS | 


The Ontario Department of Educa- | 
tion has embarked on a plan to pro- | 
vide more elementary school teachers 
for the schools of this Province. 

Under"the new plan, well-qualified 
persons of mature years may be 
trainee? as elementary-schoo! teachers 
by “interning” in a school for a 
enecified period of time. 

The ‘new system provides for a 
board of trustees whose elementary- 
school enrolment totals 3000 pupils ; 
or more to train a mimber of candi- 
dates. This number of candidates is. 
arrived at oy dividing the total enrol- 
ment by 3000 and allowing one 
additional internee ‘for any fraction 
of the number so obtained, H 

Candidates must be of good moral 
character, be Canadian citizens or 
British subjects with landed immi- 
grant status or have féled a declara- 
tion of intent to become a citizen. 


versity degree plus one year of post- 
graduate study such as: Bachelor of 
Library Science, graduation from the 
Institute of Child Study at the 
University of Toronto; etc, or an 
acceptable degree and have attained 
a minimum age of 25 years as of 
June 1, 1966. 

When a candidate is accepted, he 
will werk for at least 20 consecutive 
days during May and June, 1966, 
doing routine duties such as assem- 
plies, hal or playroom supervision, 
yard duty and recording of atten- 
dance. He will plan and teach lessons 
beginning with one or two per day. 
All this will be done under the super- 
vision the inspector and the 
principal and. with the assistance of 
a practice teacher. 

If the candidate proves successful 
after this two-month period he will 
then ,attend a six weeks’ summer 
course at Lakeshore Teachers’ Col- 
lege, Toronto. In September, the 
internee will then undergo a further 
orientation session in his school until 
December, 1966, 

In January, 1967, the internee will 
assume regular teaching duties and 
will continue this until the end of 
the schdol year (June, 1967). He will 
work with other teachers and his 
werk will be evaluated by the princi- 
pal, inspector and a member of the 
District Teachers’ College. 

If the internee has been successful 
througHout all of this, he will then 
attend a second summer course in 
1967. Upon successful completion of 
the final examinations, he will be 
given an Interim Elementary School 
Teacher's Certificate.

While the Senate-was estab- 


lished in the tradition of the - 


House of Lords, it has in fact 
worked out very differently 
than its British counterpart. 


In Canada, the Senate became 
quickly and totally a tool of po- 
litical patronage, an old man’s 
home for unsuccessful politi- 
cians, with little to contribute to 
the country. With appointments 
under full control of the gov- 
ernment, no independent or 
“third party” spokesmen have 
ever gained entrance. 


But in Britain, drastic 
changes in the membership of 
the House of Lords have come 
about in recent vears. Because 
the Labor party had its turn at 
government and in recom- 


mending the creation of peer- | 


ages, radical new blood 
streamed into the House of 
Lords. 


More recently, the creation of 
_ lifetime peerages (in which only 


the recipients and not their de- . 


scendants would be eligible to 
sit in the. House of Lords) 
opened up the old institution to 
many more ex-commoners. Leg- 
islation permitting members of 
the House of Lords to resign if 
they wished to seek election to 
the House of Commons finally 
democratized the system. 


The result has been that in 
Britain the House 6f Lords, be- 
cause of the quality of its mem- 
bership, has become a leader of 
public *opinion. It has spear- 
headed new legislation, such as 
the abolition of capital punish- 
ment and the legalization of ho- 
mosexual acts between consent- 
ing adults. 


The inference must be that it 
is not the system so much that 
is at fault as the kind of people 
who run the system. As long as 
the Canadian Senate remains a 
haven for unsuccessful politi- 
cians — and the ability to lose 
elections was the chief claim to 
distinction of nine of the 10 lat- 
est appointments — the Senate 
will continue to be a pimple on 
the body~politic.

The ludicrous atmosphere 
into which the House of Com- 
mons was plunged resembled 
¢ nothing less than a gang of ang- 
ry schoolboys squabbling over’, 
package of chewing gum. 

The situation was serious, . 
nonetheless, because it’ raised 
two important questions: 


Have there been dangerous 
breaches of national security, 
either in the case of Vancouver 
| postal worker Victor Spencer, or 
in the sex4tinged case of Olga 
Munsinger? 


And is the political rivalry be- 
tween Prime Minister Pearson 
and Opposition leader Diefen- 
baker still so bitter that” emo- 
tion rather than reason must 
dominate Parliament? 


The answers could be found 
in the manner in which the two 
current inquiries — one into 

the Spencer case and the other 
into national security and coun- 
ter-espionage in general — came 
into being. 

| It is known Mr. Pearsoti had 
privately favored the holding 
| of such inquiries. He had been 
| unable to sell his cabinet on 
the idea. But in Parliament, 
faced with mounting Opposi-

tion pressure, he reversed his 
field, as he has done in many 
other cases recently. 


The need of the inquiries can- 
not be questioned. But the tur- 
moil into which Parliament has 
to be thrown over every issuc 
of national concern illustrates 
anew the bitterness of the Dicf- 
enbaker-Pearson confrontations. 

The spectacle of the prime 
minister of the land telephoning 
an accused spy suspect and ask- 
ing him if he really did want an 
| inquiry into his case would be 
H admirable if it was not ridicu- 
| lous. 
| Spencer, dismissed trom his

| ment can be made here on 
Spencer’s guilt or innocence.

It is said that 
Miss Munsinger was an employ- 
ee of a Communist embassy and 
that while enjoying the freedom 
of Candda, engaged in a jittle 
free love. Enraged. Mr. Diefon- 
baker charged the government 
with trying to “blackmail” him 
into silence 


The point here again is that if 
there was any cri:rinal oifense, 
the government -- either of 
John Diefenbaker or of Lester 
Pearson -~ should have Jaid 
charges. But neither did. Yet 
Mr. Cardin used the case in de- 
fending his department in 1966, 
five years after the alicged af- 
fair.

Investigators are still prebing the 


cause of the fire which last Sunday 
morning completely destroyed the 
modern Chisholm Bros. sawmill, east 


of Roslin, causing an-undetermined 
amount of damage. 
The blaze, noticed shortly after

The Season 


Ever have a day when you 
feel depressed, even surly, with 
no apparent reason?

Yes, it’s humbling. You have 
begun to build up — with no 
really good reason, except that 
you haven't been fired — the 
idea that you're an excellent, if 
not outstanding teacher. 


Then you start to read: what 
your students have “learned” 
from you in the past six months. 
Nothing. Zero. You have merely 
compounded their ignorance. 
You have only confused the 
simple teen-age philosophies 
they have acquired from televi- 
sion, hootenanies, Mad magazine 
and the poolroom. 


Some young and tender tcach- 
ers, faced with this shattering 
moment, have been known to 
turn green, rush to the scheol 
board; offer their vesignations 
and even, in drastic cases, at- 
tempt to pay back the salaries 
they have accepted since Sep- 
tember.

their salaries. The last known 
case of this, among older teach- 
ers, was in 1714.

There's the student who trics 
the shot-gun approach; Scatter 
your gems as widely as possible, 
and you’re bound Ao hit some- 
thing right. One such, in a re- 
cent ‘history exam, identified 
John D. Rockefeller’ thus: “He 
was a Prime Minister of Eng- 
land and very important in the 
labor movement.” The rumble 
heard at the time was John D. 
trying to argue his way back ‘o 
this world so he could strangie 
the kid. 


Sometimes it’s not funny. On 
a recent exam, junior students 
were asked to pick the right 
verb from this sentence: “They 
have (drunk, drank) all the wa- 
ter.” A little blonde girl with 
troubled eyes chose “drank” he- 
cause, as she pointed out, 
“Drunk is not a verb. It’s a 
noun.” She had good reason for 
her answer. Her father is one. 


And then, of course, amid the 
welter of confusion, comes the 
sudden stab of pure, refreshing 
delight, the discovery .of an 
original, perceptive mind, trying 
to make sense out of all this 
nonsense.

About 300,000 Ontario 
will be entitled to coverage when the 
first stage of the Ontario Medical 
Services Insurance Plan starts on 
April ist, Health Minister Dr.

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BAPTISTE DAM TO 
BE BUILT THIS YEAR 


Reconstruction of Baptiste Lake 
Dam, located on the York: River at 
the outlet of Baptiste Lake about 10 
miles northwest of Bancroft, will be 
carried out this year at an estimated 
cost of about $195,000. 

This announcement was made at 
Queen's Park last week by the Hon. 
Ray Connell, Minister of Public 
Works, who said he expected work to 
start in mid-April. 

W. E. Sandercock, 
Hastings West, said the new re- 
inforced concrete structure will be 
built immediately downstream from 
the existing dam and will control the 
outflow from a drainage ‘area of 263 
square miles. 

Mr. Sandercock said Mr. Connell 
had informed him the construction of 
the new dam will. be carried out in 
#uch a manner as to provide regula- 
tion of the water level on Baptiste 
Lake by the existing dam during 
construction of the sluiceway portion 
of the new dam, and subsequent 
regulation by the new = stuiceways 
during completion of the overflow 
portion of the new dam. , 

“This procedure should allow for 
suitable water levels to be maintained 
on Baptiste Lake throughout the con- 
struction period,” he said, He believed 
this to he necessary owing to the 
heavy concentration of cottagers and 


tourists during the summer months 
in this area
